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{Another Letter. 


Many of our readers were interested 
ina letter from Egypt several weeks 
ago, and to-day we are glad to present 
another from the same correspondent, 
which teems with information about 
various places in Italy. 


HOTEL CONTINEL, PARIS, 
April 30th, ’92. 
My dear 

Soon after writing you that letter 
from Egypt, came your letters of Dec. 
24th and Jan. 27th and a welcome 
budget of letters and papers from home. 
As good luck would have it I received 
my largest mail at the farthest point of 
my journey. You remember we left 
Nice Jan, 4th, stopped in Genoa over 
night, next day on-to Pisa where we 
passed another night, visited the beau- 
tiful Cathedral, Leaning Tower, Bap- 
tistery, Campo Santo, and drove around 
the city. Then on to Rome. Were 
there two weeks. We visited St. Peter's 
twice; went twice to the Vatican fill* 
ing our brains with frescoes of wonder- 
ful color, and feasting our eyes on 
paintings, statuary and other objects 
of art without number. 

We visited Piazzas and Palagos, Gal- 
leries and Galleries, and had a drive 
every afternoon on the ‘‘Pincio’”’ Till 
where the ‘‘swelis’? of Rome drive in 
beautiful turnouts, and the ‘‘priests” 
take their promenade. The latter. are 
a most striking feature in the scene, 
rebed some in cardinal, some in blue, 
black and cardinal, blue and cardinal, 
and so on—sitting on marble benches, 
leaning on marble rails or walking two 
and two—pictures everywhere. 

I must tell you just here that I was 
somewhat disappointed inthe Italian 
sky. When it is blue it is very very 
blue—but in winter there are many 
grey days. We had, however, some 
perfect days in Italy, but they were all 
perfect in dear old Caire. Oh! it is 
Egypt that has the climate. We went 
from Rome to Napels where we passed 
one delightful week, and that beauti- 
ful bay was even more beautiful than I 
had eyer dreamed. From our rooms 
we hada view of the whole bay from 
Vesuvius to Ischia, with Capri in the 
middle distance, an exquisite picture. 

One bright, sun-shiny day we went to 
that silent city ‘‘Pompeii,’”’ walked .up 
and down those deserted streets, and 
in and out of the roofless houses, picked 
lovely maiden-hair ferns that we found 
growing near Sallust’s hearth-stone. 
Then came our eleven hours’ journey 
to Brindisi, where we took the steamer 
for Alexandria, You know about my 
stay in Cairo but there will still be 
much for me to tell you when we meet. 
We sailed from Alexandria on the 
afternoon of Feb. 9th,—a calm and 
beautiful afternoon with sky and water 
so blue. Then came four fights and 
three days on the Mediterranean, 
windy but clear, This time we were 
bound for Napels, so we passed through 
the straits of Messina. We entered in 
the morning, and from that time until 
long after sunset enjoyed the wonder- 
ful panorama. First, there was a fine 
view of snow-capped Etna lifting its 
great crater away above the white 
clouds that hovered around it. On 
one side the picturesque shore of 
Italy; on the other side Sicily, the land 
very high, almost mountainous, with 
patches of bright green near the shore, 
and queer looking towns and villages 
cropping up everywhere. The church 
always in the centre and the houses 
crewded close around it, the streets so 
very narrow that it has a bunched up 
look, The buildings being all stuccoed 
and grown grey with age, the whole 
town looks like a ruin. 

About the middle of the. afternoon 
came the beautiful city of Messina, and 
opposite Riggio, here the strait is nar- 
row so Wwe could see Messina very 
*plainly. The water in the straits was 
wonderful in color, green and blue in 
streaks. In fact the coloring of land, 
sea, and sky was something not to be 
forgotten. Passing out of the straits 
the Islands of Lipari came into view 
and remained with us until long after 
sunset. Just before the sun went down 
‘*Stromboli’’ loomed up dark and blue 
with that tell-tale cloud above 1ts 
crown. There is quite a town at its 
foot. How can people be content to 
live in such constant danger? Early 
next morning we steamed up that beau- 
tiful bay of Napels, the rosy light of 
the rising sun over Vesuvius in the 
East and a glorious moon just sinking 
in a pink haze inthe West. The lower 
part of the-city, covered with a thin 
white veil of mist, the castle of St. 
Elmo and the convent of St. Martino 
rising calm and clear away up in a deep 
blue sky. What a picture!” Again we 
stayed a.week in Napels, visiting the 
museums, churches, palaces, and driv- 
ing.all about to places of interest. Old 
Vesuvius was quite covered with snow, 
so we could net make the ascent much 
to our regret. Neither could we go to 
Amalfi or Sorrento. At Posnoli we 
went inside a half extinct crater. All 
around were little heles from which 
strong sulphurous smoke issued, puff- 
ing up into our very facos. On putting 
eur heads down near the ground we 
could hear the water boiling beneath. 
It is thought that this crater is in some 
way connected with Vesuvius. There 
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was smoke ovef® Vesuvius always, but 
no light at night. I believe some lava 
flowed down while we were there but 
on the other side. 

Next, we had two weeks more in 
Rome. Visi ed most of the three hun- 
dred and sixty-five churches, more pal- 
aces and galleries, went again to the 
Vatican and drove on the Appian Way. 
We attended the fourteenth anniver- 
sary of the Coronation of Leo XIII in 
the Sistine Chapel. Saw that wonder- 
ful procession of cardinals, monsig- 
niors, priests, with the dear old man 
carried in the Papal chair high above 
their heads, He was dressed in his 
pontifical robes of cloth of silver em- 
broidered with gold. The Pope looks 
oh! so frail; can scarcely lift his feeble 
hand with its great ring, in blessing. 
We were obliged to wear black dresses, 
and Spanish veils over our heads. We 
grew quite familiar with the streets of 
Rome, and every day there was crowded 
full of interest. We were sorry indeed 
when the time came for us to leave, 
the whole winter there would have 
been all too short. 

We next moved on to Florénce where 
we stayed nearly a fortnight—had_ mis- 
erable weather—rain and snow most of 
the time. Our sight seeing there was 
under difficulties. The Uffizzi and 
Pitti are wonderful galleries. I can 
only mention places and things now, 
but hope to talk them all over with you 
sometime, Yes, I went to the Eng- 
lish cemetery, and would not come 
away until I found Hattie Davis’ grave. 
It is marked by a plain marble slab 
with a thick wealth of ivy growing 
around and shows that it is well kept 
and cared for.. Mrs. Browning and 
Theodore Parker are lying near. From 
Florence to Venice in rain—arriving in 
Venice at midnight. We were es- 
corted to our little black gondola, got 
in quite naturally, were rowed silently 
along by our two gondoliers, one in the 
bow, the other in the stern, up through 
the grand canal to:-the Rialto, branch- 
ing off through a narrow watery street 
into the grand canal again and up to 
our hotel door, All this took one half- 
hour—at midnight—fancy how weird! 
Well, after one rainy day the sun came 
and the full moon, so we saw the 
“Bride of the Adnatic’? in her full 
glory. 

Day after day we called our gondola 
No. 35, and our gondoliers, and were 
rowed almest into the palaces and 
shops. We stood on that ‘‘Bridge of 
Sighs’? and within old St. Marco in 
wrapt wonder. We wandered through 
the grand rooms of the Doges in the 
Ducal Palace, fed the pigeons in Place 
Marco while they fluttered all about 
our arms, heads and shoulders, so very 
tame and fearless—saw the beautiful 
Venetian glass and lovely lace—en- 
joyed those calm noiseless streets— 
visited the island of Lido where the 
sea was a beautiful turquoise green,— 
and every day and every hour felt. the 
peculiar charm of lovely Venice. 

I must hurry on. Next comes Milan 
with its wonderful cathedral that looks 
like a great piece of lace work. Then 
we went to the convent of Mario del 
Grazia to look upen ‘The Last Sup- 
per.’? We were in Milan only three 
days—did not leave however without 
one delightful evening at ‘‘La Scalla,”’ 
the Grand Opera house, where we saw 
the ‘‘Huguenots’’ and a most remark- 
able “ballet.”” Then we took a day’s 
trip to the beautiful Lake of Comoe. It 
is a perfect gem set in snow mountains 
and I do not wonder that Claude Mel- 
notte painted that imaginary palace in 
such wondreus colors. On our way to 
Monte Carlo we passed a night and 
day in the fine city of Turin, set be- 
tween the snow Alps and_ beautiful 
hills. 

At Monte Carlo we stayed three days, 
visited the Casino, watched the gam- 
ing tables and the faces of the men 
who were’ winning and losing. Saw 
one man win thousands, Very likely 
the next day he lost all and more than 
all he had. I do not wonder after see- 
ing the faces here that suicides are 
frequent. Monte Carlo is wonderfully 
picturesque—a most beautiful place, 
only man is vile.’ We remained in 
Nice three weeks for needed rest, then 
came on here. Now we are amidst all 
the gayieties of delightful Paris. Our 
hotel is on the Rue de Rivoli, opposite 
the garden of the Tuilleries, near the 
‘Column Vendome,” **Place de la Con- 
cord,’’ etc. We have already had lovely 
drives on the ‘Champs Elysees’? and 
in the ‘“‘Bois de Bologne,” but as yet 
have only just begun to see Paris.

The Punckard Will. 


The opinion given by two well known 
lawyers in regard to the Punchard School 
addition, which appeared in our last 
issue, has awakened a new interest in 
regard to the school and its direction, 
and that every one may know just what 
Mr, Punchard’s will says, we publish 
that portion of it which relates to his 
bequest: 

At a legal Town Meeting of the inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Andover, held Nov. 
1, 1850, the following letter was presented 
to the Town for its consideration: 

To the Selectmen of the town of Andover: 

GENTLEMEN :—The undersigned would 
respectfully represent that in the last 
Will and Testament of Benjamin H. Pun- 
chard, late of said Andover, Esquire, de- 
ceased, there is a bequest, in the words 
following: ; 


“The residue of my property, not ex- 
ceeding fifty thousand dollars, I give and 
bequeath to the Town of Andover, for 
the purpose of founding a Free School: 
forty thousand dollars for a permanent 
fund, fur the support of said school, and 
three thousand dollars for the necessary 
buildings, etc., providing that, at my de- 
cease, if there should not be the said 
amount of fifty thousand dollars after 
paying the amounts first devised, then 
the said balance to be kept at interest 
till the amount is fifty thousand dollars. 
Said school shall be under the direction 
of eight trustees, of whom the Rector of 
Christ Church is to be one; also the min- 
isters of the South Parish and West Par- 
ish Congregational Societies to be mem- 
bers; also, the remaining five to be 
chosen by the inhabitants of Andover, in 
Town Meeting, to serve for three years; 
two of whom to be taken from Christ 
Church Parish, two from the South Par- 
ish Society, and one from the West Par- 
ish Society. Said school to be free for 
all youth resident in Andover, under the 
restrictions of the Trustees, as to age and 
qualifications. No sectarian influence to 
be used in the school; the Bible to be in 
daily use; and the Lord’s Prayer, in 
which the pupils shall join audibly with 
the teacher, in the morning, at the open- 
ing; the said trustees to have the sole 
direction and power, also, to determine 
and decide whether the school shall be 
for males only, or for the benefit of both 
sexes. Said school to be located in the 
South Parish of Andover, but free for all 
the Parishes equally.”’ 

They would also represent that there 
is a revision of twenty thousand dollars, 
which is ultimately, by the terms of said 
will, ‘‘to be paid over to the Trustees of 
the school, for which I have made _ pro- 
vision in this instrument.”

The Punchard School Matter. 


Mr. Editor: 
It appears from the opinion as given in 
the last week’s TowNSMAN by two emi- 
nent lawyers concerning the status of the 
Punchard School, that _fwo important 
items are very clearly stated. First, 
that the ‘School House and land on 
which it stands, are the property of the 
Town without any restrictions.” Sec- 
ond, that there has been no action on the 
part of the town which would prevent 
the School Committee from exercising its 
authority of charge and supervision over 
thé school which is provided for in the 
Public Statutes’’; that is, the School 
Committee of the town of Andover have 
the same right to control and direct the 
affairs of the Punchard School as they 
have in the management of any other 
public schoolin town. It seems, there- 
fore, that if the vpinion of these lawyers 
is correct, the Trustees of the Punchard 
School, have for the last thirty years or 
more, usurped authority in the supervis- 
ion of this school, unintentionally of 
course, to which they were not legally 
entitled. It is also evident that the town 
has neglected to assume rights and en- 
force claims in the premises which 
strictly belonged to it. Ina word, there 
has been a great deal of loose, illegal and 
sli)shod management in this whole mat- 
ter, and it is about time that one would 
think that this business should be 
adjusted and settled on a legal, right- 
eous, and permanent basis. No one be- 
lieves that the Trustees have any desire 
to assume authority which does not 
belong to them. I[ have reason to know 
that-some of them at least. would gladly 
relinquish a responsibility, and in some 
cases, @ burden, which has been thrust 
upon them simply from their ecclesias- 
tical position. And if the School Com- 
mittee of the town are legally entitled to 
supervise and control the school, it is 
about time they asserted their preroga- 
tives. In the meantime we should sup- 
pose the heirs of Mr. Punchard would 
have an eye to the conditions of his will 
in the case. On the whole it is an inter- 
esting problem. CITIZEN.

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WITH SHEEP SHEARS 


WORKMEN QUARREL IN A LYNN 
MOROCCO FACTORY, 


An Armenian Provokens a Fellow Coun 
trymen Beyond Endurance and Re 
ceives a Fatgl Stab in the Lung. 


LYNN, Mags., May 26.—Paul Markerian 
lies at the point of déath in the Lynn hos. 
pital from a wound in his left lung, 
inflicted by Abraham Hogopian, a fellow: 
workman, employed in Pevear & Co.’s 
morocco factory. The victim’s life is de 
spaired of. Hogopian, the assailant, is 
under arrest. The assault was committed 
late. yesterday afternoon. Markerian and 
Hopogian ure natives of Armenia, About 
a year ago, during the Lynn morocco 
strike and lIekout, with other com- 
patriote, they cime to this country and 
secured employment in Pevear & Co.’s 
factory. 

Occasionally Markerian and Hogopian, 
who were on friendly terms, would in- 
dulge in shop quarrels, Markerian invari- 
ably being the aggressor. Yesterday after- 
noon the oondel man,so witnesses state, 
tantalized Hogopian until the latter lost 
his temper. Markerian struck his fellow 
workman several times and defied retalia- 
tion. 

The men were all at work temming the 
edges of skins with shears, ‘The quarrel 
between the men was not heeded by the 
otber workmen until their attention hav- 
ing been attracted by a moan, they saw 
Markerian totter, stagger and fall, with 
blood flowing from a wound in his back. 
Hogopian stood over him holding a pair 
of crimson-stained sheep shears in his 
hand. 

The tragedy created a perfect furor in 
the factory among the large force of Ar- 
menians. After unskilled hands had 
partially stanched the flow of blood, the 
wounded man was removedto the Lynn 
hospital. The cut, which was just under 
the left shoulder blade, was three inches 
deep, the pleural cavity being peirced, 
producing an internal hemorrhage. 

The police immediately placed Hogopian 
under arrest. The prisoner confessed that 
he stabbed Mar. erian,although later, pre- 
sumably on the advice of an interpreter, 
he retracted his first statement. From the 
factory Hogopian was taken to the hospi- 
tul,where he was identified by Markerian 
as his assailant. 

Both men are about 23 years of age, and 
speak English very imperfectly. The 
prisoner has a pitted face, and dark hair 
that hangs well down over his low fore- 
head, and his altogether repulsive face is 
lighted by a pair of dark eyes. ; 

Markerian had several very severe hem- 
orrhages last night,{\and was attended by 
City Physician Little from 8 o’clock until 
nearly midnight, in the endeavor to stop 
the internal flow of blood. He will not 
live. 


RELAY RACE ENDED, 


Unusually Bad Roads Prevented Riders 
from Making Fast Time. 


NEW YorK, May 23.—The last relay of 
bicycle riders arrived at the federal build- 
ing in City Hall park at 1:05 this morning 
and delivered the message to Lieutenant 
Treat, who was awaitiny it. The lieuten- 
ant immediately started for the Battery, 
where he boarded a special tug and pro- 
ceeded to Governor’s island. The message 
was carried from Chicago to New York, 
by a 975-mile route, in four days, thirteen 
hours and five minutes. This is just thir- 
teen hours and fifty minutes behind 
schedule time, but the riders labored 
under terrible disadvantages, most of the 
route being gone over in rainstorms, 
which made the roads deep:in mud, A 
large crowd was waiting on Park row, 
where the race was finished. 


ALMY MUST SWING, 


Lawyers of Concord Believe That the 
Law is Constitutional, 


ConcorpD, N. H., May 25.—The recent or- 
der of Chief Justice Doe reserving the case 
of state vs, Frank C. Almy for the full 
bench to consider the constitutionality of 
the law under which he was sentenced to 
death, has been a topic of general discus- 
sion, especially among members of the 
bar. 

The prevailing opinion is that the law 
court will pronounce the law constitu- 
tional on the ground that:it does not de- 
prive a criminal of any of his rights under 
the constitution of New Hampshire, but 
simply permits him of his own free will to 
waive a provision guaranteed him under 
the bill of rights and confess his guilt, to 
throw himself upon the mercy of the law.

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UNHAPPY MARRIED LIFE 


Ended by a Man Shooting His Wife and 
Then Killing Himeelf. 

GARDINER, Me., May 23.—On Saturday 
evening Isaac Parker Talbot of this place 
shot his wife and killed himself. The 
cause of the trouble was family quarrels. 
One week ago l'albot came home drunk, 
and drove his wife and two children from 
their home. Saturday night Mr. Talbot 
went to her sister’s, ‘Talbot went there to 
see his wife. They, talked for awhile in 
the entry. 

Talbot told his wife he was going away, 
and wanted to give her something; he also 
said he wanted to ask her a question. She 
replied: “If you have a question to ask, 
go ahead, but whatever yon have to give 
me you can keep. I do not not want it.” 
Talbot said: “l am going away and you 
go with me.” He immediately fired at her, 
hitting her in the left side, just below the 
heart. She ran into the front room. 
Charles F. Taber stepped into the hall, 
and Talbot tired at him, bnt missed him. 

Mrs. Tabor come to the door to stop Tal- 
bot. He told her to get out of his way as 
he did not want to hurt her. She started 
to close the door, when he fired one shot 
into the room, nearly hitting his little 
daughter. Then he shot himself, the ball 
taking effect just above the heart. Talbot 
died in about an hour. Mrs. Talbot still 
lives, but is in a critical condition. 


RAIN, SNOW AND WIND. 


Combination of Elements Adds to the 
suffering at Sioux City. 

Sioux Ciry, Ia., May 21.—Bud weather 
has complicated the task of bringing 
Sioux City back to something like its 
normal condition. About 7 a.m. yester- 
day rain began to fall. At 10 o’clock there 
was a perfect blizzard of snow with high 
wind. It has been snowing or sleeting 
since. Men quit work on the streets in 
the middle of the forenoon, although 
$2 a day was offered for laborers. 
The Floyd river is still very high. It car- 
ries a great deal of debris which does some 
damage.

None of the bodies of children 
have yet been discovered. 


EXCEPTIONS FILED, 


Counsel for Trefethen Make One More 
Effort in His Behalf. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 21.—Another 
chapter in the Tena Davis murder case 
was begun yesterday, when ex-Governor 
Long and Hon. Marcellus Coggan, coun- 
sel for T'refethen, filed their bill of excep- 
tions and appeal tothe full bench of the 
supreme court. The exceptions were im- 
mediately forwarded to Chief Justice 
Mason of the superior court, 

As is customary in such cases, the ori- 
ginal draft was not recorded or will not be 
given to the public. It is understood, 
however, that the exceptions are material- 
ly the same as those used in the argument 
for a new trial last Saturday, with, of 
course, the changes made necessary by the 
decision of that day that the verdict must 
stand, 

The argument for a new trial on the 
ground of additional evidence will be 
made next Saturday at the Middlesex 
court house, Eust Cambridge. Several 
ofthe affidavits of the new witnesses have 
already been filed. 


HELD FOR MURDER, 


William A. Cunningham Arraigned for 
Killing Margeret Williams, 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 24,—William A. 
Cunningham, whoshot and killed Mar- 
garet Williams in Cambridgeport on April 
25, was arraigned before Judge Almy in

tially as printed at the time of the murder.

THE OBSERVATORY. | 
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Perfection of the Cycle. Youthful | 
Compositions. Hotel Endeayor. 


The perfection to which the cycle 
has been brought in a short timeis 
almost as wonderful as the uses of elec- 
tricity. The cycle is ridden now largely 
for chasers, utit may yet be destined 
to settle the fate of nations. The 
French have introduced the swift 
wheel as an implement of war, and 
already the Connecticut National Guard 
have a regularly organized cycle corps. 
It is a most valuable means of locomo- 
tion especially where cavalry is not 
available. Under favorable conditions 
the cyclist can travel at the rate of 
fifteen miles an hour, and two especial 
advantages to him are the silence of his 
wheel and the:ease with which the 
machine may be hidden in the nearest 
clump of tall grass or bush or behind a 
fence; in military parlance it may be 
be used as a ‘‘zareba”’ or defensive ob- 
struction when in company, being an 
especially good ae dion: against 
scouting cavalry, The recent experi- 
ment of sending Gen. Miles’s dispatch 
from Chicago te New York by means 
of the Bicycle Relay race is most inter- 
esting, the total distance being 975 
miles, which the bicyclists by means of 
relays expected to cover in 6 hours, 
the distance which each relay of three 
men should undertake to cover being 
divided according to the condition of 
the road some riding twenty miles and 
others but ten.

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HAYMAKING IN THE ALPS, 


dow the Hardy Mountaineer Has to 
Labor to Get a Precarious Living. 
Itis astrange and savage reverence 
which the peasants feel for. the 
mountains. With no people is. the 
love of home and the native soil go 
strongly developed. Every little 
scrap of ground is turned to the best 
account. If a few square yards can 
anywhere be made or reclaimed the 
requisite labor is not grudged. Many 
of these sturdy people compel an in- 


. credibly little spot of ground to yield 


them enough and some to spare. 

This surprising product from a soil, 
much of it very poor, is due to the 
perfection of spade work. Each field, 
or rather patch, has the perfection 
of shape given to it to facilitate cul- 
tivation and drainage. The peasants 
say, ‘If the plow has a plowshare of 
iron, the spade has a point of gold.” 

In the mountainous districts es- 
pecially the man makes the very soil. 
He builds terraces along steep in- 
clines, lines them with blocks of 
stone, and then packs the earth to 
them. Thus he transforms the moun- 
tain and the rock into a little patch 
where he plants a vine or raises a lit- 
tle oats or maize. 

Up the heights of rocks which 
eyen goats cannot climb, on the very 
brow of the abyss, the peasant goes 
in search of grass, clinging to the 
precipice with iron clampers on his 
feet. He hangs on the sides of the 
rocks which imprison the valley, 
and mows down a few tufts of grass 
from craggy shelves. 

The peasant mountain mower is 
accustomed to all the perils of the 
mountain, and the day before. the 
mowing season begins—a day fixed 
by communal decree—he bids fare- 
well, perhaps for the last time, to 
his wife and children, 

His scythe on his shoulder, armed 
with his iron shod stick, provided with 
his clampirons, a cloth or net rolled 
upin his bag, he sets ‘out at mid- 
night, in order that the dawn may 
find him at his work. 

During the two months of hay 
harvest he goes down to the village 
only three or four times to renew 
his supply of food or linen. By this 
hard and perilous occupation an Al- 
pine mower makes from three to five 
francs a day, his food not included, 
and many times under some project- 
ing rock he must seek a bed and pass 
the night. 

Once dried, this wild hay is care- 
fully gathered into a cloth or net and 
carried down to the first little plain 
where it can be made into a stack, 
which is loaded with large stones to 
prevent its being blown away. 

In winter, when everything is cov- 
ered with snow, the mower climbs 
again the perpendicular side of the 
mountain, carrying his little wooden 
sledge on his shoulders. He loads it 
with hay, seats himself in front and 
shoots down with the swiftness of an 
arrow. 

At times the snow, softened by the 
warm wind which blows upon the 
heights, is detached in an avalanche 
behind him and swallows him up be- 
fore he reaches the valley. Indeed, 
in these deep solitudes where the 
grass is found, the life of man is so 
exposed and accidents are so frequent 
that the law forbids that there should 
be more than one mower in a family. 
—Boyd Winchester’s ‘‘Swiss Repub- 
lie.” 

Animals That Catch Fish. 

There are plenty of wildcats be- 
tween Wellfleet and Elwood, Neb. 
On Medicine creek they trap for 
beaver. It. seems to be a favorite 
fishing place for beaver and coons. 
Yes, coons will fish. They have little 
paths down to the edge of the 
stream, and there secreting them- 
selves catch fish with their paws. 

Wolves and coyotes are numerous, 
but are rarely struck by an engine. 
Near the Herbert ranch, east of 
Cheyenne, I have seen a coyote on a 
wire fence, which seems to have 
been thrown there by an engine. 
The wolf of the plains is either 
caught in traps or by sportsmen 
closing in on a pack in a drive. Some- 
times they are killed by ranchmen 
putting poison on the carcasses of 
cattle and sheep. Wolves hamstring 
and then kill stock. The wolf drive 
isa fine sport on the plains.—Inter- 
View in Denver News.
